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On 11 July 1953, the Von-der-Golts Kaserne, Riesa, was occupied by a rear detail 
of about 80 to 100 troops wearing red-bordered black epaulets. Source did not 
observe regular training or vehicular traffic. Source noted that, at short inter- 
vals, 2 to 3 men wearing black-bordered light-blue epaulets, and totaling about 
15 to 20 men, left the installation. 


On 11 July, the Mudra Kaserne was occupied by about 250 to 300 troops wearing 
red-bordered black epaulets. Two platoons, totaling 80 soldiers and 2 buglers^ 
' were lined up in the barracks yard and subsequently left for the garages. 
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Four trucks, each occupied by about 10 soldiers and each towing a 120-rran mortar, 
were seen in the town, pro ceeding toward the Kudra Kaserne.l „ . ' ft 25X1 C
